INTERIM AWARD 
Sri C. K. Velayudhan, General Secretary of the Kannitta 
and Oil Mill Workers Union filed an Interim relief petition on 
12-5-1955 . Objection was filed on 4-6-1955 . Evidence was 
taken and it was argued on 10-6-1955. 

Mr. Narayanan , Advocate on behalf of the Union has con 
tended that on account of the illegal acts on the part of the 
Proprictor of the Chandrika Oil Mills, 19 workers were thrown 
out of employment. He has clarified his contention by sub 
mitting that because of the violation of the conciliation agree 
ment entered on 23-6-1954 and also in contravention of the pro 
visions of Section 33 of the Industrial Disputes Act on 3-8-1954 , 
19 workers were turned out of work and that due to their 
unemployıncut they are suffering a lot and that the proprietor 
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of Chandrika Oil Mills wilfully causes delay in the disposal of 
the dispute. In the objection filed by the proprietor, it is 
strongly urged that the proprietor is not a party to the Con 
ciliation agreement dated 23-6-1954 and the employees are not 
his workmen and no delay is caused . Mr. Sheriff appearing on 
behalf of the proprietor has vehemently argued that before 
deciding the question whether the persons mentioned in the 
statement of the Union are workmen or not, the question of 
Interim relief does not arise and the petition is not maintain 
able . 

Regarding the contention that they are not workmen 
Mr. Sheriff would elaborately argue that the nature of the 
industry at Alleppey was such that whenever there was work 
persons would be employed and the fact that cards were not 
issued to them would show that they are not workmen as 
defined in the Act. It is true that the work in the Oil Mills & 
Kannitta at Alleppey is not very regular and it may so happen 
that there would be work for a few days only in a month . But 
this alone is not a criterion to decide the status of the persons 
employed . Anyhow it is not the contention of the proprietor 
that the workmen were appointed for a particular work within 
a specified time. From the deposition of the WW2 & Ww3 
who were working in the oil mill and from my experience of 
the conditions of the industry at Alleppey, there is a prima 
facic case that the persons are workmen . The next objection 
raised by Mr. Sheriff is that the agreement dated 23-6-1954 is not 
binding on the proprietor. Ext. A is the copy of the agree 
ment. It is necessary to state the circumstances that led to 
Ext. A agreement. 

Messrs .Muhammed Ali, Moopan Gopinathan , Sivaraman and 
Chacko Varghese were sent away by the proprietor. Hence 
a dispute arose between the Union and Proprietor . The Union 
had submitted certain demands namely bonus, advance during 
unemployment, and leave with wages . The Labour Officer 
intervened and a conference was held on 22-5-1954 in which one 
Abdul Rahiman Kutty, brother of Sri Hammeed Pareed , the 
Proprietor of the Chandrika Oil Mills and representative of the 
Union attended but no settlement was possible. On 16-6-1954 , 
the Conciliation Officer who is also the Assistant Labour Com 
missioner , Alleppey convened a conference which could not 
be held as no representative of the management was present. 
On 23-6-1954 another Conciliation conference was held and a 
settlement effected , copy of which is Ext. A. It is seen from 
Ext. A that Sri H. Abdul Rahiman Kutty was present as 
representative of Ms. Chandrika Oil Mills and Messrs. C. K. 
Velayudhan , Secretary of the Kannitta and Oil Mill Workers 
Union and Ummar Kutty, Conciliation Officer of the Kannitta 
and Oil Mill Workers Union were present and all items of 
disputes were discussed . Under the heading Terms of settle 
ment para 1-3 show that the management agreed to reinstate 
the 4 workmen and regarding the other question of bonus 
advance payment, it was agreed that the advice of the Oil 
Millers Association would be accepted by the parties. The 
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Union did not press the other issues. The Union agreed to 
withdraw Satyagraha and other direct actions immediately . 
It is seen from evidence that the Union had withdrawn the direct 
actions but the management did not implement the terms of 
the settlement. The Union continued to submit representations 
to Government as well as to the Labour Commissioner and a 
joint conference was convened by the Labour Commissioner 
who is the Conciliation Officer for the whole State, on 29-7-1954. 
The above mentioned Sri Abdul Rahiman Kutty participated in 
the conference on behalf of the proprietor of the Chandrika Oil 
Mills . This conference also could not concillate the parties 
and the proprietor closed the Concern on 3-8-1954 . The Union 
would contend that the Labour Commissioner again convened 
a conference on 4-8-1954 and it was also a failure. The Labour 
Commissioner as Conciliation Officer sent the report under 
Section 12 of the Industrial Disputes Act to the Government 
on 23-8-1954 and the dispute was referred for adjudication. 

Hence it is clear from the available evidence that 4 workers 
were rendered unemployment on account of non - implementa 
tion of Ext. A Conciliation Agreement and others were refused 
work during conciliation proceedings. The Conciliation pro 
ceedings initiated by the Labour Commissioner would terminate 
when he sends the report according to Section 12 of Industrial 
Disputes Act to Government. This report was received by 
Government on 23-8-1954. From the Order of reference referred 
for adjudication , it is seen that the remaining workmen were 
not employed by the Proprietor from 30-7-1954. So it is 
clear that the proprietor has violated the Conciliation agreement 
dated 23-6-1954 regarding 4 workers and contravened the pro 
visions of Section 33 of Industrial Disputes Act in refusing 
employment to all others mentioned in the Statement of the 
Union . It is emphatically contended by the proprietor and 
more emphatically argued by the learned Advocate that Ex . A 
agreement and subsequent conciliation proceedings do not bind 
him as he was never a party to the proceedings . The burden 
of proof is heavily on the proprietor because there is no allega 
tion by the proprietor that fraud was committed by the Assis 
tant Labour Commissioner at Alleppey in procuring a settle 
ment on 23-6-1954, implicating the proprietor . Not only the 
proprietor failed to discharge the burden of proof, the circum 
stances of the case and the evidence so far adduced warrant 
that this contention of the proprietor is only an after -thought 
and Ext. A and further Conciliation proceedings bind the 
proprietor. 

First of all Sri Hameed Pareed , the Proprietor has not 
come to the Court to swear the allegation . On behalf of the 
Proprietor one Hameed, the Cashier was examined as EW1.

This Cashier is still in the service of Sri Hameed Pareed 
and he is examined by the Proprietor on behalf of the proprietor 
and his evidence is binding on the management. It is not the 
case of the management that EW1 has turned hostile. He 
further swears that the management has received intimation 
from Labour Department and he himself has attended some con 
ferences as the Proprietor was in hospital. 

Another significant circumstance is that this .. Abdul 
Rahiman Kutty is not examined in this case by the management 
to prove the allegation. It is also significant to note that the 
Assistant Labour Commissioner , a local officer ,who under the 
bonafide belief that Sri Abdul Rahiman Kutty represented the 
management in the conference, settled the dispute , was not 
examined as a witness in the attempt to prove the allegation . 
In the conference convened by the Labour, Commissioner on 
29-7-1954 at Trivandrum , it was Sri Abdul Rahiman Kutty,who 
represented the management on whose testimony the conference 
could not achieve its purpose. It is really interesting to see 
that this proprietor never makes his personal appearance in 
any stage but keeps aloof and advance the allegations which 
suits him . Hence from the evidence in the case and from the 
circumstances, I do not believe the story of the Proprietor. It 
is also seen from records that the management was responsible 
for the delay in the disposal of the dispute. Hence I hold that 
Ext. A and Conciliation proceedings bind the proprietor. 

I have held in Industrial Dispute No. 32 of 1954 that 
the party who violates the provisions of Section 33 during the 
pendency of the Conciliation proceedings should be asked to 
pay compensation to those who are aggrieved by such violation . 
In Industrial Dispute No. 13 of 1951, I have held that a party 
who violated a conciliation agreement is,liable to pay compen 
sation . This award is published in the Gazette dated 29-1-1951 
This decision was upheld by a Division Bench of the T.C. High 
Court. In refusing to implement the Conciliation agreement 
dated 23-6-1955, the Proprietor has violated Section 29 of the 
Act. But the prosecution of the offender does not benefit the 
aggrieved party even though it is necessary for the rule of law . 
Hence I am of the view that the aggrieved ,party should be 
restored to the status which they would have occupied but for 
the non - implementation . But it is contened by themanagement 
that the Oil Mill is not working ... Eventhough it is seriously 
denied by the Union , I am not in a position to enter into a 
finding . Hence it is not just to ask the proprietor to reinstate 
them . Then what is the relief ? Having in mind the decisions 
of the Industrial Relations Committee in Oil Industry at 
Alleppey , I award compensation at the rate of Rs. 2 per day 
for 12 days in a month . The 4 workers can claim it from 
23-6-1954 the date of agreement, Ext. A. The 4 workers are 
entitled to claim it till the date of finalaward or until otherwise 
decided by the Tribunal. Future wages should be paid weekly . 
In case the proprietor is prepared to reinstate them he should 
issue notice through the Union and in case the workers do not

present themselves for work after giving reasonable time he 
can reoruit new workers if necessary. 

There are some other workers whose names are mentioned 
in the statement of the Union filed on 23-11-1954 who are 
rendered unemployment on account of the contravention of the 
provisions of Section 33. In this case they should also be paid 
compensation from 3-8-1954, the date of closure according to 
contention of the Union at the rates and on the conditions 
specified in the above para . 

It has to be clearly mentioned that the findings in the 
Interim Award will not be a bar to the parties to adduce evidence 
on the issues referred for adjudication by Government. It 
must be emphasised that my findings do not prejudice me in 
taking decisions on the issue because it s not on the justifiability 
or otherwise of the dismissal of the workmen . I entered finding 
in the Interim Award but clearly and specifically on the view 
taking decisions on the issue because it s not on the justifiability 
visions of Section 33 of the Industrial Disputes Act and conci 
liation agreement according to Section 12, should reap the legal 
consequences of his action. The legal machinery constituted 
for resolving industrial disputes should be respected and obeyed 
by the parties, bound by it , if not the desired intention of the 
statute cannot be achieved. 

The main dispute will be disposed as expeditiously as pos 
sible , if the management thinks that delay is caused by the 
Union , the management can move the Tribunal for appropriate 
remedies . Both sides should see that the main dispute is 
disposed as early as possible . 

This Award takes effect from the date of publication 
according to Section 17 of the Act. This will be published 
according to Section 17 of the Industrial Disputes Act. The 
workers can claim the arrears within 2 weeks from the date 
of publication .

INTERIM AWARD 
The Secretary of the Rubber Estate Workers Congress, 
Palapilli filed a petition on 2-3-1955 for Interim relief and the 
Managements of the Estates filed objection . The Secretary 
was examined and the Managements have examined 2 witnesses, 
the Superintendent of Boondai Estate and the Estate Manage 
of Chimoni Valley Estate. 
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Prior to the order of reference of the dispute for adjudis 
cation,, a strike in the estates was pérding. The strike was 
commenced on 10-12-1954 and it continued till 3-2-1955.One J 
of the issues in the order of reference is whether workers are 
entitled to get strike wages. Both parties attempted to adduce 
evidence to prove justifiability or otherwise of the strike. But 
it should be pointed out that without giving parties sufficient 
opportunities to adduce evidence on the issue I am not justified 
in coming to a conclusion on the issue. Hence I leave the issue 

The Secretary of the Congress ,while examined, as WW1 
has deposed that much financial hardship was caused to the 
workers on account of the long-drawn out strike, It is true 
that the workers might have put into much hardships and the 
Managements also might have put into heavy loss. The Secre 
tary has stated in his deposition " E Dor2.TULOYD Come 
advance payment sol 100 |dem . Basmloos 01 20MMD ] 
wawwadw7d osoigem tilg " 0176oowale " . 
In the petition also it is prayed that 2 months wages may be 
paid in advance subject : to final adjustments by the Tribunal. 
It is admitted by the Secretary that they have recalled the 
strike as soon as the dispute weree referred for adjudication 
after getting the permission of the General Body of workmen . 

Taking the relevant factors into consideration, I award 
one month s wages to the workers as an advance payment. 
This amount will be adjusted towards the final award . hope 
if the parties are earnest, I can send the final award within 6 
months. But if it so happens that the final award could not 
be sent to Government within 6 months, the Management will 
have the right to realize the amount paid under the Interim 
award in 10 monthly instalments ..

(a) The stalls shall be leased or let out by auction to the highest 
bidder for a period not exceeding one year as the Panchayatmay from 
time to time resolve upon , by the Executive Authority or any one 
authorised by him in this behalf. 

(b) The Executive Authority or the officer authorised by him 
may also lease or let for trade sites or standings within the market 
premises by auction to the highest bidder. 

(c) open spaces will be left for the sale of petty articles to 
the extent the ground would permit. 

(d) The rent or fee due shall be payable in advance for the

PUBLIC MARKETS. 
1. The market shall be open to all persons without distinction 
of caste or creed . 

2. The market shall be open from sunrise to sunset on such 
days of the week as may be notified in the Gazette by the Director 
of Panchayats. 

3. The Panchayat may farm the market as a whole or in parts 
for a period not exceeding one year to the highest bidder subject to 
the following conditions: 

(a) The stalls shall be leased or let out by auction to the highest 
bidder for a period not exceeding one year as the Panchayatmay from 
time to time resolve upon , by the Executive Authority or any one 
authorised by him in this behalf. 

(b) The Executive Authority or the officer authorised by him 
may also lease or let for trade sites or standings within the market 
premises by auction to the highest bidder. 

(c) open spaces will be left for the sale of petty articles to 
the extent the ground would permit. 

(d) The rent or fee due shall be payable in advance for the 
whole term , and when let on themonthly paymentsystem one month s 
rent shall always be deposited in advance as earnest money and 
the rent for everymonth shall be paid in the Panchayat Office before 
the 15th of that month , in default ofwhich the license and the original 
deposit shall be liable to be forfeited and the stalls , sites or standings 
shall be resold, and the licensee shall be held responsible for any loss 
which may be sustained by the resale by public auction or by private 
contract. The licensee shallalso be liable to be evicted . All amounts 
due from the licensee shall be recoverable under the provisions of the 
Revenue Recovery Act.

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4. All articles brought into the market for sale in open space 
reserved for sale of petty articles by casual vendors shall be charged 
with an admission fee according to the rates prescribed in the 
schedule below . 

The fees prescribed in the schedule below shall be paid at the 
entrance of the market to the Officer appointed by the Executive 
Authority or to the lessee or his authorised agent for the purpose 
and a receipt obtained from him . 

s. Any person found carrying on sale within themarket premises 
without a license under bye-law 3 or receipt under bye- law 4 shall be 
summarily ejected . 

6. All articles brought into the marketshall be sold or exposed 
for sale in stalls, shops, standings or other places set apart by the 
Executive Authority from timeto time for the purpose of selling 
such articles. 

7. Any person guilty of a breach of any of these bye-laws and 
conditions of his license shall be liable to have his license suspended 
or withdrawn at the discretion of the Executive Authority and to be 
evicted from the market under the direction of the Executive 
Authority or Officer authorised by him . 

8. Every tenant of a stal, shop or standing who shall employ 
another person to carry on his business at such stall, shop or standing 
on his behalf and as his agent shallregister with the Executive Autho 
rity and from time to time keep so registered the name of every 
employee who may be for the time being deputed to act for him as 
aforesaid . 

9. A tenant or occupier of a stall or holding shall on demand 
by the Executive Authority remove outside the market precincts or 
to such place as the Executive Authority may direct any hamper, 
box, barrel or other receptacle which he has so disposed as in the 
opinion of the Executive Authority to obstruct the public way or 
over crowd the stall or interfere with due ventilation . 

10. No putrid or unwholesome article of consumption shall be 
allowed to be exposed or sold in the market. The Executive 
Authority shall under such general orders as the Panchayat may 
from timeto time pass, be at liberty to summarily remove or destroy 
all such articles and the lessee or the owner shall have no claim for 
compensation for any loss arising therefrom . 

11. No article, the storing or sale of which shall not be done 
without a license either from the Panchayat or from the Government 
shall be brought into the market for sale without such license . 

12. Articles prohibited to be sold shall not be brought into the 
market. 

13. No person shall assign or sub- let or otherwise part with 
possession of any stallor shop or standing to another, 
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14. No person resorting to the market shall spoil or make the 
place dirty or insanitary.. 

15. Any person resorting to the market as a buyer or seller or 
as a cooly shall always comply with all lawful directions of the Exc 
cutive Authority and other officers authorised by him . 

16. The Executive Authority or servants of Panchayat may 
expel from the premises any person who is found there drunk or 
begging or loitering or who misconducts himself or is a lunatic or 
who in any way infringes any of these bye-laws and may prevent 
such person from further carrying on any trade or business in the 
market or occupying any building, shop , stall or standing therein , 
if he is a tenant, occupier or vendor, or an agentor servant of any of 
these persons. 

17. Servants employed by the Panchayat in the Public market 
are forbidden to ask for or receive any gratuíty in money or otherwise 

PRIVATE MARKET. 
18. The license fee for a private market shallbe regulated by the 
area covered by the market as shown in the schedule annexed . 

19. A license may be granted for theuse of any private place as 
a market or shop for sale of animals, meat or fish or as a market for 
sale of fruit or vegetables : 

(1) When the proposal to use the place for the said purpose 
having been notified to the public at least 2 days and all written ob 
jections thereto by persons resident within 50 yards of the site having 
been duly considered, the Panchayat approve of the proposal and the 
site ; 

(11) When there is no privy , latrine, urinal, dust-bin burning 
ground or rubbish or nightsoil depot within so feet of the proposed 
site ; 

(iii) When there is no similar market within one mile of the 
proposed site; 

(10) When previous approval is obtained for the proposal from 
the Director of Panchayats. 

20. A license may be granted for the use of a private place as a 
market or shop for meat or fish or as a market for the sale of fruit or 
vegetables only on the following conditions: 

(1) That the licensee keep on the premises such supply of 
water and such movable receptacles for refuse, and such buckets 
shovels, brooms and other implements for cleaning purposes and for 
use in case of fire as the Panchayat from time to time prescribe 
and that he maintains the same always clean and in good repair; 


(11) That the licensee cause the floor or pavements and 
furniture of his market or shop to be thoroughly washed down and 
blood , rubbish and garbage to be removed from the premises within 
two hours of the close of each day s business ; 

(iii) That the licensee of a market employ or keep on duty 
at such market for so long as it is open to thepublic so many peons as 
may be prescribed by the Panchayat in the license for the purpose of 
maintaining order and preventing nuisances or obstructions in the 
market or in the approaches thereto ; 

(iv) That the licensee of a market charge for the use of the 
market nothing more than the maximum fees fixed for a public 
market ; 

(v) That the licensee shall use the market for the sale of only 
such articles for which the license is granted and that no part of 
the market shall be used for any purpose other than that specified in 
the license ; 

( vi) That the licensee shall put up notice boards specifying 
the articles for the sale of which the various stalls or shops are set 
apart and used ; 

(vii) That the licensee shall at all reasonable hours give the 
Executive Authority or any employee deputed by him in this behalf 
free access to all parts of such shops and every facility for inspecting 
the same; 

(viál) That the licensee shall abide by theprovisions of bye-laws 
and Rules 17 to 27 and 31 of the Panchayat Market Rules 1954 as 
if his market was a public market. 

21. A license issued may be suspended or withdrawn at the 
discretion of the Panchayat whenever any of the above conditions are 
broken . 

GENERAL 
22. A breach or an abetment of a breach of any of the above 
bye-laws shall be punishable with fine which may extend to fifteen 
rupees and when the breach is a continuing one, with a further fine 
which may extend to five rupees for every day, after the first during 
which the breach continues .
